fe MY MOTIVES, io at 

1 had no intention of conspiring against the 
Chinese Government or of taking service with 
the Secret Society, I made enquiries of all 
Chinese I met, with a'view to Newspaper letters, 
Finally I thought I could with a certain amount 
of risk, get sufficiently into thelr councils to 
obtain information which might be of serious 
value to foreigners, This, maintain, was my 
sole object in every subterfage and erlminnl 
act in which I may, appear—such informa- 
tion could not -be obtained in a less desperate 
and risky manner, Although [ do not Propose 
to take much. trouble to prove this In mere 
self-defence if prosecuted (mm the same way 
as I emphatically refuse to mention or 
identify any fodividuals that I may have’ been 
told in gosslp have some connection with’ the 
movement), yet to free. myself from imputation 
of disloyalty to my Service, I polnt out that a 
genuine conspirator of the meanest capacity’ 
would have taken more precautions to conceat 
himself. Thinktng superficially, I suppose my 
action would have been to at least abstafn from 
voluntarily giving accounts, of my actions which 
enable any one to prosecute mie for half.a-dozen 
misdemeanours; to have Rone to, Hongkong 
under an assumed name and in disguise which 
T bad every opportunity to assume ; to have put 
out all my ingenulty to buy and ship ‘arms 
unknown, which ‘has been done by many 
others of no. greater abillty than myself; and 
to run away. or commit suicide when I found 
that the ‘gaff was blown’ or ‘the game 
was, up'~expressions used: to me by stafd 
and responsible ‘people within the last few 
days, 1 suppose that when J found myself 
afree agentat Shanghai yesterday, there was 
no warrant out to prevent me leaving the 
country (for which Lhad the means} or of “make 
ing a hole inthe ‘Whangpoo." ‘From the: moment 
I, after serlous reflection, decided to Investigate 
the matter, I likewise resolved if placed in an 
equivocal position before I bad proved my 
Intentions, to take philosophically ‘any con. 
sequences there might be as a punishment for 
an error of judgment, in which I'am probably, 
far-fetched as it may soundto those who don't 
know me, disposed to be more severe to myself 
than otheis would be. Nothing but the know. 
ledge to himself that he had but a very passing
